3. EFFECT OF CHANGES IN THE EXCHANGE RATE ON VALUES OF PROPERTY 
AND OPERATING EXPENSES: 

A. THERE HAS BEEN NO SIGNIFICANT IMPACT CAUSED BY RECENT 
CHANGES IN THE EXCHANGE RATE, WHICH INCREASED BY APPROXIMATELY 
29.1 PERCENT OVER THE PAST EIGHTEEN MONTHS BECAUSE THE COST OF 
LIVING INCREASED BY 32.4 PERCENT DURING THE SAME PERIOD. 

B. THERE HAS OVER THE PAST FIVE YEARS, HOWEVER, BEEN AN IMPACT 
ON PROPERTY VALUES, COSTS OF LEASES, AND MAINTENANCE EXPENSES, 
THAT IS DIRECTLY RELATED TO THE CUMULATIVE EFFECT OF DOUBLE-DIGIT 
INFLATION WHICH HAS PLAGUED THE ITALIAN ECONOMY AT A RATE OF A 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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FIFTEEN TO TWENTY PERCENT INCREASE EACH YEAR. CONSTRUCTION 
ACTIVITIES HAVE SLOWED DOWN SHARPLY, INCREASING ACQUISITION AND 
RENTAL COSTS ALIKE. LANDLORDS NOW INSIST THAT RENTAL CONTRACTS 
INCLUDE ESCALATOR CLAUSES TO ADJUST RENTALS ANNUALLY BY 
AMOUNTS CORRESPONDING TO COST OF LIVING STATISTICS (ALWAYS 
UPWARDS) PUBLISHED BY THE ITALIAN GOVERNMENT. MAINTENANCE 
EXPENSES HAVE INCREASED PROPORTIONALLY AS A RESULT OF INCREASED 
COSTS OF LABOR AND MATERIALS, ALTHOUGH THEIR INCREASE HAS BEEN 
PARTIALLY OFFSET BY THE DECLINE OF THE LIRE AGAINST THE DOLLAR.

THEY LIVE IN QUARTERS THAT ARE KEPT UP IN AN AMERICAN FASHION,

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AND PLUMBING, AND EMPHASIZES PREVENTIVE MAINTENANCE.

WE DO NOT BELIEVE THE U.S. GOVERNMENT SHOULD ACQUIRE TITLE 
TO MORE HOUSING FOR ITS EMPLOYEES IN ITALY BECAUSE OF THE SHARP 
RECURRING INCREASE IN THE COST OF LABOR OVERHEAD YEAR 
AFTER YEAR. 

MORE SPECIFICALLY, MORE HOUSING MEANS MORE PERSONNEL 
TO ADMINISTER HOUSING PROGRAMS, BOTH IN THEIR MANAGEMENT 
AND IN THEIR MAINTENANCE. THE COST OF LABOR IN ITALY IS 
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TIED SO CLOSELY TO THE INCREASE IN THE COST OF LIVING THAT 
WAGES OF ALL BUT AGRICULTURAL WORKERS AND DOMESTIC SERVANTS 
ARE ADJUSTED UPWARD AND CONGLOBATED FOUR TIMES A YEAR. 

SINCE UNDER PRESENT COLLECTIVE BARGAINING ARRANGEMENTS IT IS 
VIRTUALLY IMPOSSIBLE TO DISMISS WAGE EARNERS FOR ANY 
REASON, WORKERS REMAIN FOR THE MOST PART WITH THEIR EMPLOYER 
FOR LIFE. (COMMENT - WHILE THE EMBASSY IS NOT NOW BOUND 
BY ANY SUCH COLLECTIVE BARGAINING ARRANGEMENTS, THERE IS 
NO GUARANTEE THAT WE MAY NOT BE SO BOUND IN THE FUTURE, AND 
IN ANY EVENT THE PUBLIC RELATIONS FACTOR IS EVER-PRESENT 
WHEN WE CONTEMPLATE DISMISSALS OF ANY KIND.) FINALLY, THERE 
EXISTS IN ITALY A SEVERANCE PAY PLAN WHICH PROVIDES PAYMENT OF 
ONE MONTH'S SALARY FOR EACH YEAR OF SERVICE WHEN AN 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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EMPLOYEE LEAVES THE SERVICE OF HIS OR HER EMPLOYER FOR ANY 
REASON WHATEVER, FOLLOWING WHICH HE OR SHE IS ENTITLED 
TO HIS OR HER ANNUITY. 

FOR THESE REASONS, WE HAVE HAD AS ONE OF OUR PRIME 
OBJECTIVES OVER THE PAST SEVERAL YEARS THE GRADUAL, STEADY 
CONTRACTION OF OUR FSL STAFF THROUGH ATTRITION IN ORDER TO 
REDUCE THE LONG-RANGE BURDEN TO THE TAX-PAYER. WE BELIEVE

CONSOLIDATED REQUISITIONS AND CONTROLLED SALE SYSTEM SIMILAR 
TO THAT ADOPTED FOR LIQUOR AND TOBACCO SUPPLIES GENERALLY 
PERMIT LIMITED RE-DISTRIBUTION OF UNUSED GASOLINE RATIONS 

TO MEET ADDITIONAL NEEDS FOR THIS IMPORTANT TAX FREE ITEM. 

F. IMPORTATION OF HHE AND POVS: DUTY FREE IMPORTATION OF 
HHE IS GRANTED WITHIN SIX MONTHS FROM THE DATE EMPLOYEES 
ARE ACCREDITED TO THE ITALIAN FOREIGN OFFICE. FREE ENTRY 

IS GRANTED FOR TWO AUTOMOBILES PROVIDED THEY ARRIVE WITHIN

G. TRAFFIC FINES: AUTOMOBILES BELONGING TO STAFF EMPLOYEES 
WITHOUT DIPLOMATIC TITLES ARE REGISTERED WITH NORMAL ROMA CITY 
LICENSE PLATES. THEREFORE, THE IMMUNITY GRANTED FOR CD PLATED 
AUTOMOBILES IS NOT EXTENDED TO NON-DIPLOMATIC PERSONNEL.
